LONDON, Oct. 22.—Greek troops have begun war opera* 
(ions against Bulgaria, according to dispatches from Sofia to* 
day quoting semi-official statements. 
Tho serai-offiqjal Sofia statement charges that a detach* 
moat of Greeks supported by artillery, has advanced into Bul­ 
garian territory and shelled the Bulgarian town *>f Petrich. 
The statement further charges that the Greeks have at* 
tacked Bulgarian sentinels, killing five, and occupying three 
Bulgarian posts. 
Petrich, which Sofia claims has been shelled, is tinder* 
stood to have been scheduled for occupation by the Greek*. 
It has long been a conter of Macedonian activities. 
According to word from Athens, the Bulgers today eon* 
tinued to occupy part of the Greek line in 4be region of Denair- 
hissar.

The long continued bull movement in the stock market, with 
prices reaching a spectacular height, has puzzled many observers, 
including some of the professionals. 
It has lieen by no means a

middle of October, a tremendous popular demand for securities, 
drawing its support from the whole country anti from all classes of 
investors. 
Many reasons are given for this stock boom, proceeding as it 
has done without any very close relationship to current business 
conditions. Nearly all of them have doubtless had some influence. 
But it was probably no accident that the climax of the bull move­ 
ment came almost exactly with the successful conclusion of the 
European security conference at Locarno. 
It may be that the new peace spirit in Europe, typified in 
that conference, has really been the most powerful factor in Wall 
Street optimism. It might well be so, if the treaty means all that 
it seems to mean. American investors know that there can be no 
greater boost for big earning power in American industry and 
trade than assured peace in Europe, with the promise that would 
.give of increased prosperity and buying power abroad. 
America is an empire in herself. Americans can prosper by 
merely working for and trading with each other, supplying nearly 
all of their own essentials. 
But America can prosper still more 
when tile Old World quits lighting, starts working and enters the 
world market again with cash in her pocket.

In New York City there is an organ­ 
ization which is an exchange or clear­ 
ing house for friendless animals.

If a person is looking for 
a pet he may apply to it and ho will 
be given one upon the assurance that 
he will give it a good home. He must, 
however, sign an agreement to the ef­ 
fect that in the event that he for any 
reason does not wish to keep the 
animal he will return it to the society.

Caring for Friendless Animats. 
WASHINGTON, 
Oct. 22. 
Not so 
long ago the tasf fire horse in Wash­ 
ington was retired from service and 
was taken over by the engineer corps 
of the army. He just missed the op­ 
portunity of spending the rest of his 
life in leisure at the rest farm of tho 
Humane Education Society for Friend­ 
less Animals. 
This fann comprises some eighty 
acres and Is about twenty miles from 
Washington In Montgomery county, 
Maryland. 
It is maintained, as its 
Mime would indicate, for the purpose 
of giving a haven to friendless ani- 
jmals and those whose days of use- 
‘ fulness have jessed. In a way It cor­ 
responds to the various homes for 
those unfortunate humans who have 
grown old and iued no place in the 
rush ami hustle 
of 
the 
economic 
world. 
At the present time this rest farm 
is sheltering between 140 and 150 
dogs, 40 or 50 cats, seven horses and 
two cow s. 
It may be well imagined 
that rare discretion was shown when 
its site was selected. 
One of the of­ 
ficers of th 
society says that at the 
time the purpose of a tract of land 
for the faun was first considered 
some one suggested a locaation where 
the population was somewhat numer­ 
ous. 
That officer was taken to look 
over the site and immediately y - 


claimed, "VVo wouldn't last here one 
night!” It is to be feared that even 
the most ardent of 
animal 
lovers 
would not bo inclined to take kindly 
to the barking and yowling of a bund 
red or more dogs and cuts. 
The staff of the farm consists of a 
caretaker and .one or two men to 
[look alter the animals. The dog ken- 
-r.els have been declared by many ex 
'peris to he among the finest in the 
country. 
Before they were built a 
member of the society visited many 
i places where the highest type kennels 


I were and when those at the farm of 
I the W ashington 
organization 
were 
[built it was endeavored to incorpor­ 
a te in them (he hest features of all 
! that had been inspected. 
Each dog 
I has his private stall and own run- 
! way. 
j 
The cats have a house of tlm ir own 
I above which is erected the sign of 
,the black cat. 
They also have their 
i private yard, which is roofed over to 
protect them from rain and snow. 
Food Carefully Selected. 
The food for these animals is pre­ 
pared with special reference to th*’ 
appetites and tastes of each class. 
For instance, the cats have salmon 
and prepared eat food. The dogs have 
meat, corn bread and dog biscuits, 
while the cows and horses have their 
regular grain, hay and forage. It is 
stated that tTIo cost of feeding these 
animals amounts to something over 
$200 a month. 
During the Hummer months the farm 
has many requests to board family 
pets. 
However, just now there are 
no facilities for this and all such re­ 
quests must be refused. It is believed 
that if the .society could rahe the 
amount of money necessary to build 
additional kennels the boarding of 
animals during the .summer would be 
a profitable business. 
Indeed, one 
officer is of the opinion that if some I 
one could be found who would bel 
willing to contribute the initial cost, 
the farm could br; made self-support­ 
ing by boarding pets. I* would seem 
to be advantageous to the owners as 
well, since the persons operating the 
farm are animal lovers and not mere­ 
ly interested commercially. One might 
therefore be sure that his dog or his 
cat would get the best of care and 
as far as possible the personal atten­ 
tion to which he has been accustomed. 
The secretary of the Humane Edu­ 
cation society who is so enthusiastic 
about going into 
the 
business 
of 
boarding pets says somewhat humor­ 
ously that it would probably pay some 
wealthy animal lover to contribute 
the necessary funds and thus put the 
society on a basis that would do away 
with its necessity of continuously so­ 
liciting contributions. 
While there are many societies in­ 
terested in the welfare of dumb ani­ 
mals the Humane Education society 
feels that it is unique in that it never 
kills any animals. They are cared for 
until they die from natural causes. 
lf a dog or cat becomes ill it is given 
home attention and if it fails to re­ 
spond to this then it is taken to a 
veterinarian. 
Kindness to Animals. 
In addition t.o conducting this rest 
farm for animals the society conductr 
educational campaigns for the pur­ 
pose of teaching the public to be kin:’ 
to animals. It does (bis by distribut­ 
ing literature in the public schools’ 
by providing speakers to give talk?

NE of the great medical writers said*.

After the World War I was determined that, 
the epidemic diseases raging in Europe should not 
enter America through the city of New York. 
One 
of my undertakings was to have systematic exam­ 
inations mad* of the rat family, especially those j 
to be found along the harbor line. 
This was done | 
to make sure that no bubonic infected rata should 
be permitted to roam at large. 
To carry oat my programme it was 
necessary to spend a great deal of money. 
Even now, it is probable 
the QppuhN- belief was that we were-*

merely striving ta kill off th* rata 
and were ■ pending multo cath doing 
It. Jin a matter of tact. our men 
strove to cover every area of the city 
lo order to catcto rats wtitcto might 
be examined to see if they bad bu­ 
bonic plague 
Months before a communtt) suf­ 
fers from th* plague, tbs rat popula­ 
tion suffer* and die*. 
An unusual 
death rate among rodents must give 
ria* to the suspicion of epidemic dis­ 
ease in the rat family. 
In health matters it ta wts* ta be 
several lump# ahead of disease. To 
protect against the plague, or the 
"black death." aa it is called, re­ 
quires Intelligence, organism tit n and 
a long purse. But every dollar spent 
to prevent sickness and d^atb la 
money well spent. 
Aa I write there are sensational 
newspaper reports of many death- lo 
California from pneumonic plague. 
This is only a specialized form of the 
plague, but it s a very serious type 
of the discase. 
The pneumonic plague strikes the 
victim arlthout warning. High fever. 
pain In the chest, difficult breathing 
and severe cough ar* the early symp­ 
toms. The sputum ta bloody. Black­ 
ness of the face ta quickly noticed. 
Sometimes there are intestinal dis­ 
turbances with diarrhoea. This may 
mislead and give the impression that 
the case is one of typhoid fever. 
The heart fails, th* pulse is weak 
and the prostration is prcf-und. 
Very few persons recover from the 
disease. 
The rat is merely the vehicle. The 
real offender is the flea. When the 
rat host dies the fleas leave the cold 
body and jump on to the nearest ani­ 
mal. lf this Is a rat. all right, but lf 
It la a man. the bite of the fie* gives 
him the Infection, and soon t 
it 
down with the plague. 
The time will come when houses 
and other building*, especially along 
the water front, will De glvtr sub­ 
stantial foundations arfd mane rat- 
proof. The harborage of rata should 
be destroyed, and by cleanliness and 
orderliness the breeding places will 
disappear. 
Science Is at work to perfect a 
serum to control the disease and a 
vaccine to inoculate against It.

Included in the 
list are cabinet members, senators, 
representatives, Vice President Dawes, 
General Pershing and other high mil­ 
itary officials, governors, ambassadors 
and other diplomats, Stanley Baldwin, 
the prime minister of England; Field 
Marshal Half, Sir Auckland Geddes, 
Sir Kame Howard, Lady Nancy Astor.

Mon the before a community suf­ 
fer a from the plague, the rat popula­ 
tion Buffers and dies. 
An unusual 
death rate among rodents must give 
rise to the suspicion of epidemic dis­ 
ease in the rat family. 
in health matters it ta win to ha 
several lumps ahead of disease. 
To 
protect against the plague, or the 
“black death." as It la called, re­ 
quires intelligence, trganlzath n and 
a long purse. 
But every -lobar spent 
to prevent sickness and d.atb is 
money well spent. 
Aa I write there ara sensational 
newspaper reports of many death- to 
California from pneumonic plague. 
This ta only a specialised form of the 
plague but it a I very serious type 
of the disease. 
The pneumonic plague strikes the 
victim without warning. High fever. 
pain In the chest, difficult breathing 
and severe cough are the early symp­ 
toms 
The sputum ta bloody. Black­ 
ness of the face ta quickly noticed 
Sometimes there are intestinal dis­ 
turbances with diarrhoea. Thla may 
mislead and give the impression that 
the case Is one of typhoid fever. 
The heart rails, the pulse ta weak 
and 
the 
prostration Is prcf.und. 
Very few persona recover from the 
disease. 
The rat is merely the vehicle. The 
real offender Is the flea. 
When the 
rat hoot dies the fleas leave the cold 
body and Jump on to the nearest ani­ 
mal. If this Is a rat. all right, but lf 
It Is a man. the bite of the flea gives 
him the Infection, and soon t 
ta 
down with the plague. 
The time will come when bouses 
and other buildings, especially along 
the water front, will tx* giv«r sub­ 
stantial foundations add mane rat- 
proof. The harborage of rats should 
be destroyed, and by cleanliness m d 
orderliness the breeding plates will 
disappear. 
Science la at work to perfect a 
serum to control the disease and a 
vaccine to inoculate against iv.

inations made o f the rat family, especially those 
to be found along the harbor line.

to make sure that no bubonic infected rats chouid 
us.

To carry out my programme it was 
necessary to spend a great deal o f money. 
Even now, it la probable

It. A s a matter of fact. our men

bs examined to see if they had bu­ 
bonic plague. 
Months before a community suf­ 
fer* from tbs plague, the rat popula­ 
tion suffers and dies. 
An unusual 
death rate among rodents must give 
rise to tho suspicion of epidemic dis­ 
ease in the rat family. 
In health m atters it is wist to bo 
several lumps ahead of disease. To 
protect against the plague, or the 
“black death." aa It is called, re­ 
quires Intelligence, organlzatU n and 
a long purse. But every -lobar spent 
to prevent sickness and d^atb is 
money well spent. 
Aa I write there ar* sensational 
newspaper reports of many death- in 
California from pneumonic plague. 
This is only a specialized form of th* 
plague, but it M i very serious type 
of the disease. 
The pneumonic plague strikes the 
victim without warning. High fever. 
pain In the chest, difficult breathing 
and severe rough are the early symp­ 
toms. The sputum ta bloody. Black­ 
ness of the face ta quickly noticed. 
Sometimes there are intestinal dis­ 
turbances with diarrhoea. This may 
mislead and give the impressicii that 
the case Is one of typhoid fever. 
The heart fails, the pules is weak 
and 
the 
prostration is prcf.und. 
Very few persons recover from the 
disease. 
The rat is merely the vehicle. The 
real offender is the flea. 
When the 
rat host dies the fleas leave the cold 
body and jump on to the nearest ani­ 
mat. If this is a rat. ail right, but lf 
it is a man. the bite of the flea giv?s 
him the infection, and soon t 
is 
down with the plague. 
The time will come when houses 
and other building*, especially along 
the water front, will be glv t r sub­ 
stantial foundations arfd mane rat- 
proof. The harborage of rats should 
be destroyed, and by cleanliness and 
orderliness the breeding places will 
disappear. 
Science la at work to perfect a 
serum to control the disease and a 
vaccine to inoculate against It.
